Straight Eight at $8,500

The new car is an ensemble of 
beauty and exclusiveness and rep- 
resents innovation after innovation, 
setting a new mode in automobile 
design in America. The car is the 
creation of Fred S. Duesenberg, for- 
mer race car builder, and E. L. 
Cord, president of Auburn and also 
president of Dusenberg, Inc. 

Outstanding mechanical fea- 
tures of the new car are the en- 
gine, which is an eight in line 
with a bore of 3% inches and a 
stroke of 4%, inches, giving a pis- 
ton displacement of 420 cubic 
inches with a compression radio 
of 5.2 to 1 and an actual horse 
power at 4,200 r. p. m. of 265. The 


engine is capable of turning up 
5,200 r. p. m, The thirty-two 
valves, four to a “ylinder, are op- 
erated by two cam shafts, each 
carried in five babbit-lined bear- 
ings. The front end drive is by 
silent chain, 2 inches wide, de- 
riving its power from a transfer 


gear which in turn is driven by a 
second chain from the crank 
shaft. Both cam shafts are hol- 
low with oil forced through them. 

Cams operate of cup tappets, 
which fit over the valve springs 
and contact directly with the 
valve stems. Tappets are adjust- 
able and operate in an oil bath. 

Both intake and exhaust valves 
are of silchrome steel 1'2 and 1’« 
inches in diameter respectively, en- 
tering the combustion chamber at 
an angle of thirty degrees. Stems 
are water-jacketed almost their en- 
tire length. Spark plugs are set 
vertically in the top center of the 
head and are also water-jacketed. 

The cylinder block is of special 
gray castiron as is the entire upper 
half of the crankcase and the timing 
chain covers.

The drop forged crank of 
double heat treated chrome nickel 
steel is mounted on 5 main bearings, 
2%, inches in diameter of the fol- 
lowing widths; Front, 3 5-16 inches: 
first inte:mediate, 17, inches: center, 
2°%. inches: rear intermediate, 17 
inches, and rear. 2%, inches. The 
shaft is counter weighted and stat- 
ically and dynamically balanced. 

A special feature of the crank- 
shaft assembly is the new mercury 
vibration damper developed by Mr. 
Duesenberg.

Fuel feed is by mechanical syphon 
type pump, so constructed that it 
feeds in proportion to the speed of 
the engine. 

The manifold is equipped with a 
new type of hot spot connected with 
two pipes running through the en- 
gine block between cylinders 4 and 
5 to the exhaust manifold on the 
other side of the engine. The flow 
of hot gas to the inlet manifold and 
return is controlled by a thermostat 
located on the right side of the cyl- 
inder block 

The exhaust manifold is chromium 
plated. The exhaust pipe is tubular 
member 4%, in. in diameter and is 
connhected to the one-piece, cast 
manifold by a flange mounting. In 
addition to the large pipe, it was 
found. necessary to design an en- 
tirely new type of muffler to damp 
the explosions ofso large an engine 
The muffler in 54 in., and is con- 
structed so as to offer less resistance 
to the passage of the gas, and at 
the same time deaden the sound. 

A specially designed Delco-Remy 
starter of heavy capacity is operated 


from a button on the instrument 
board and engaged by inertia. The 
Delco-Remy generator of the con- 


ventional type also has been spe- 
cially designed to give a greater out- 
put at low speeds. The distributor 
is of the double cam and breaker 
type, mounted at an angle on the 
center top of the engine and driven 
by bevel gear from the intake cam 
shaft. 
160-hour capacity, located in a spe- 
cially designed box under the right 
splash apron, completes the engine 
electrical equipment. 


The frame of the new car prob- 
ably is made up of 7-32 in. stock, 
the side rails are 8'2 in. deep at the 
center. with 2%, in. ledges.

The front construction of the

Hypoid type ring and pinion gears 
are used in the differential to assure 
low center of gravity. Oversize an- 
nular ball bearings, rigidly mounted, 
are used throughout the unit. A 
No. 311 bearing takes the radial 
pinion load. only, while a No. 310! 
double direction thrust bearing is 
provided for the front end of the 
pinion.

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The Uniform Traffic Code 

E HAVE SPOKEN before in this 
W uniform treffic code, which formulated 
time ago by the National Conference on Street and Highway 
Safety. under the chairmanship of Herbert 
Hoover as secretary of commerce. The Automotive Daily 
News believes that this is a most important forward step in 
promoting safety, because there is developing a general 
tendency to adopt the uniform code. There no vital 
criticism to be offered regarding the proposed code, but as

states and cities. 

The essentials of the code are uniform traffic signals 
to be used in all cities and towns. The generally accepted 
red for “Stop,” green for “Go,” and yellow for “Caution” 
or “Wait.” are the signals to be used. The code clearly 
defines the right-of-way for vehicles and pedestrians. Jay- 
walking is forbidden. The rules laid down clarify the ques- 
tion of right and left turns. Right turns shall be made from 
the right curb, left turns from the center of the traffic lane. 
In making left turns, the vehicle must pass to the right of 
the center of the intersection, unless local conditions make 
other procedure necessary. All left turns must be made on 
the “Go” signal, unless otherwise directed by the traffic 
policeman in charge of an intersection. Turning around is 
prohibited unless conditions make it possible ®ithout danger 
and without backing, or otherwise interfering with other 
traffic. 

The point is that once this uniform code is universally 
adopted, the driver from any place in the country will know 
exactly what is expected of him in operating his car. The 
code jis so formulated that the various states may adopt it 
for provisions that apply in a statewide sense and cities may 
adopt it for their traffic regulation. Already nineteen 
states have subscribed partially or wholly to the code. The 
legislatures of forty-one states will meet this year. All of 
these bodies will consider the code, some for adoption com- 
plete, and the others to bring their present laws into complete 
agreement with the uniform statute. New Jersey is the 
first state to report complete acceptance of the uniform code. 
It went into effect in this state September 1, with extremely 
successful results so far. 

President E. T. Strong of Buick has sent out a bulletin 
earnestly indorsing the uniform code. It occurs to us 
that automotive organizations such as Buick can do a great 
deal toward putting over the uniform code by getting their 
dealers interested in the adoption of this standard traffic 
law. Automotive merchants, through their local organiza- 
tions, are always at the front in promoting progress of this 
sort and the uniform traffic code deserves their earnest , 
support.

Court Rules Quotation Sheets Issued 
To Jobber Customers Not Contracts 


AND CANADIAN PLANTS | 


New York, Dec. Rw A recent de- 
cision of the New York State 
Court of Appeals (MoteMeter 
Company vs. Boh) upholds the 
contention of the MotoMeter 
Company that the circulars for 
form letters which it issues to its 
jobber customers about the first 
of each year do not constitute 
contracts. 

The MotoMeter Company issues 
to its jobbers about the first of each 
year a printed form letter attached 
to a quotation sheet, giving list 
prices, terms and _ discounts In 
every such letter the MotoMete: 
Company states that it withholds 
the right to withdraw prices at any 
time from those concerns which, in 
its opinion, are not properly pro- 
moting the sale of its product. 

Proeeeding under this clause, sev- 
eral years ago the MotoMeter Com- 
pany withdrew prices from the New 
York and Brooklyn Auto Supply 
Company and declined further or- 
ders. The Brooklyn concern there- 
upon refused to pay for the goods 
it had already received and. in an 
action for the purchase price 
brought by the MotoMeter Com- 
pony. set up a counter claim for 
damages on the theory that the 
MotoMeter Company had contract- 
ed to sell its products to them as 
jobbers at a specified discount and 
ior a definite term, but had wrong- 
fully broken such contract 
At the trial a verdict for $4,000 
was rendered on this counter claim 
against the MotoMeter Compeny, 
but this was reversed by the Appel- 
late Division of the Second Depart- 
ment. which latter decision has re- 
cently been unanimously affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals and judg- 
ment directed for the MotoMeter 
Company for the full amount 
claimed by it with interest and 
costs. thus establishing that there 
was no contract.
